The importance of accuracy is shown 
in many cases where there is a question ot 
descent, or inheritance of property, or collection 
of life insurance or The City Clerk's 
copy jof the tet is accepted as conclusive 
evidence in a court of law. While great pains 
are taken by this office to have the record cor- 
rect, experience shows that it is necessary that 
parents themselves should lend their assistance. 
t, the law requires that parents shall give 
to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect to 
give such notice for the space of forty days. 

It often happens that only children or servants 
are at home when the canvasser makes his call, 
and the answers to his questions are open to 
doubt. I therefore request all parents in whose 
household a birth has occurred in the year 1897, 
to place upon a paper or card the required in- 


vensions.

| In the report of the cattle commis- 
sion is an important statement by Dr 
Theobald Smith of the Bussey Institu- 
tion, who was employed by the com- 


mission to investigate tuberculosis. It 
does not tend to relieve the apprehen- 
sions of mankind as much as those of 
cattle, He says: **We may now main- 
tain that. bovine bacilli and human 
bacilli, as found, in sputum, are not 
identical, Human sputum cannot be 
regarded as specially dangerous to 
cattle, nor can it be looked upon as 
a factor in the introduction of tuber- 
culosis into a healthy herd of cattle.”’ 
On the question of the liability of men 
to take contagion from cattle, he says: 
‘While it may be conceded that 
bovines are not susceptible to human 
{tubercle bacilli from sputum, yet it 
by no means follows that human 
beings are, therefore, not susceptible 
to that of the bovine At the same 
time, the use of milk and flesh of 
cattle suffering from tuberculosis has

place in teams and are rarely over half 
a day ina place. It is hard to get any 
evidence which will convict. Last year 
they abandomed the policy of charging 
actual sales, but indicted the offenders 


for exposing or having in possession 
with intent to sell. Under this charge 
conviction has been — easier. The 
bureau finds that western manufac- 
turers are working over poor butter, 
melting it, pumping air through it, 
and churning it with fresh milk and 


selling the whole as ‘“‘sterilized 
butter.’’ Formerly they called it 
* process butter."’ The present 


designation is deceptive and is a fraud 
upon poor people. It has been found 
that a Chicago manufacturer has been 
selling oleo under the name of 
‘sterilized butter.” 

A new plan for teaching truant 
children has been presented to the 
legislature by the state board of educa- 


tion, under the instructions of the 


legislature of 1897 by Special Agents

Gov. Wolcott has come to the de- 


veto of the bill to permit substitute 
call firemen of Boston to be appointed 
withont passing an examination. He 
sent in his first veto of the year, stand-

Popular interest in the single tax re- 
form, as indicated by the attendance 
at the hearing upon the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment this week is 
not strong. Almost no one came to the 
hearing. The committee on consti- 
tutional amendments gave the hearing 
in one of the smallest rooms and there 
was plenty of accommodation for all. 
The reformers in this line propose to 
strike out of the constitution the pro- 


| vision that taxes shall be levied upon 


estates and ‘‘produce, goods, wares, 
merchandise and commodities’? and 
to provide that taxes shall be levied 

upon the value of such estates in 
land only, either including therewith 
or excluding therefrom the value of 
buildings and other improvements, or 
in addition upon such other class of 
classes of property as it may select, 
and to pass laws giving to every city 
and town as to part of the whole of 
such assessments, rates and taxes to be 
imposed and levied therein, the right 
to determine what class or classes of 
property, if any, in addition to estates 
in land shall be subject to such im- 
position and levy.’’ The Massachu- 
setts Single Tax League has submitted 
a bill following out at length the per- 
mission laid down in the above amend- 
ment, It is entitled **a combination 
bill, making schools, the poor, and 
highways the care of the state, with 
local option for local purposes.”’ 
Following this is a second, a local 
option bill, to which consideration is 
asked only in case of the failure of the 
previous bill to be approved. It pro- 
vides that every city and town may 
determine for itself that all of their 
taxes, except those for state, county 
and educational purposes *‘shall be 
assessed upon the value of land only, 
excluding buildings and other Improve- 
ments Or upon real estates only, or, in 
addition to either such value of land 
or real estate, upon any one or more 
class or classes of personal property, 
instead of by the method at any time 
required by existing law.’’ This single 
tax reform bas strong enough names 
behind it to command respect, but it 
does not get much foot-hold yet. 

The taxation committee is continu- 
ing its protracted hearings upon the 
many propositions which have been 
presented to relax or to stiffen the 
laws. There are two distinct schools 
and the more they argue the more pro- 
nounced becomes the difference be- 
tween them 


One proposes to insist 
upon the ideal system and to compel 
ull men to be honest by law, if they 
are not by nature. If a certain system 
tempts men to lie and conceal their 
property in order to escape taxation 
and thereby puts heavier burdens upon 
the honest folks than they would 
have to pay otherwise, one school pro- 
poses to increase the temptation to 
lie in order to get further taxes, but, 
as the other school argues, with the 
sure result of driving mach property 
out of the state and of increasing the 
honest folks’ taxes still further. The 
second school proposes to recognize the 
disposition of men to lie out from 
paying taxes and to reduce the tempta- 
tion to the lowest point possible, but 
to arrange that the tax on property at 
death, when it must go through the 
probate court, shall offset what has 
been avoided during life. Each side 
admits the great difficulties of reach- 
ing a satisfactory result. The oppo- 
nents of the tax commission's report 
predict that the minority report, in 
favor of further stringency, will win. 
The commitgee has had its time ex- 
tended to April 11 in which to report. 

It was surprising to see how large a 
majority of .he house voted for the bill 
to establish a board of registration 
for horse-shoers, though the com- 
mittee, with one exception, voted 
against it. The plea for intelligent 
horse-shoeing was made in behalf of 
suffering horses, as well as for the 
men who wish to be protected against 
the cheap work and low prices of mere 
blunderers who impose upon the 
public. Of course there is much pre- 
judice against a new state board but it 
was voted down overwhelmingly in this 
ease. Now the bill mnst make its 


passage if possible. 

The lobby has gained a signal 
victory over the public in the vote of 
the senate defeating the house order 
for an investigation into the opera- 
tions of the Boston gas ring. That 
there is ample reason for an investiga- 
tion has been shown by the report of 
the gas and electric light com- 
missioners, In addition, there was

They tell 
me Dr. Woodward was good in his way 
but peculiar, but he was a great man, 
and ahead of his time. When he died 
in Isd0 Vassar, the first college for 
women, had not graduated a class.

Parish Meeting. 


The annual parish meeting of the 
First charch was held Monday evening 
with John Q. A. Field as moderator. 
The annual report of the Parish 
Ass 
salaries and supplies paid in full to 
March 1. 

The outstanding notes payable ex- 
clusive of the Sarah Vinal fund 
amounted to $70 or $1700 less than a 
year ago. Notes payable amounting to 
$2450 which were outstanding at the 
close of the last fiscal year were paid 
off, the amount being raised by contri- 
bution, $1000 of it having been contri- 
buted by Mr. Henry H. Faxon. The 
sum of $356 raised in addition to the 
amount required to cancel the notes was 
deposited in the Savings bank as a 
nucleus for the restoration of the 
Sarah Vinal fund and $160 of a legacy 
of $500 was deposited to the credit 
of the Caroline Wood fund. 

The present floating debt of $750 is 
partially offset by collectible accounts 
and cash on hand amounting to $427.06 
leaving the net deficit for the year 
$522.34, although $600 more nearly 
represents the sum. 

The treasurer's report showed the 
total receipts of the year to have been 
$8621.49 and the disbursments $8517.65. 

Immediate steps were taken to wipe 
out the deficit and $225 was sub- 
scribed in addition to the contribution 
of $100 made by Henry H. Faxon upon 
conditions that $500 was raised by 
contributions.
